An Ordinance to declare the Indian Council of World Affairs to 

be an institution of national importance and to provide for 

its incorporation and matters connected therewith . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 


Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : —

1. ( 1) This Ordinance may be called the Indian Council of World 
Affairs Ordinance , 1990 .

2. Whereas the objects of the Indian Council of World Affairs, a society 
registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 are such as to make 
the institution one of national importance , it is hereby declared that the 
institution , known as the Indian Council of World Affairs, is an institution 
of national importance ,

3 . In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires -

4 . ( 1 ) The Indian Council of World Affairs is hereby constituted a 
body corporate by the name of the Indian Council of World Affairs and

shall not disqualify its holder for being chosen as , or for being, a member 
of either House of Parliament. 


(3 ) A person shall be disqualified for being nominated as a member

(a ) has been convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for on 
offence , which , in the opinion of the Central Government, involves 
moral turpitude; or 


(. ) is a discharged insolvent; or 

(c ) is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent 
court . 


7 . ( 1 ) Save as otherwise provided in this section , the term of office
